Applicant argues that there is no motivation to have an interpolation rate or a decimation 



rate. This is not persuasive since when there is an interpolator, the interpolator inherently has an 
interpolation rate and when there is a decimator, the decimator inherently has a decimation rate. 

2. Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine Ozcelik with Brown since 
Ozcelik is to a video decoder and Brown is to a CDMA rake receiver. This is not persuasive. 
The test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must 
be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined 
teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

3. Applicant argues that Ozcelik is to a video decoder and Brown is to a CDMA rake 
receiver and thus they are vastly different art. This is not persuasive since is possible to use a 
video decoder with a CDMA rake receiver when video data is to be received wirelessly after 
being transmitted using CDMA in the presence of scatterers (i.e. bouncing off trees, buildings, 
etc.). 
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
